Flying Meteors -Expected In Large 


Number—Evenings of November 14 
and 15 Will Be the Most .Favorable 
Times—Astronomical

Month of November. 


The Leonid meteors will be due again 


in force this month. For several years 
past a considerable number of them 
have been seen each November, but this 
year they may be expected to make a 
more numerous appearance. They start 
apparently from the Sickle in the con 
stellation Leo, which is high in the early 
morning. These meteors are very swift 
in their flight and differ greatly in bril- 
liancy. The mornings ef November 
and November 15 will be the most favor- 
able times for seeing them if the sky is 
clear. 


The following astronomical data for 


November is furnished by the Washburn 
observatory: 


Considerable interest has been arouseo 


by the remarkable clustering 
of the 


major planets in one vicinity of the 
heavens, that in which the sun is now 
situated. 
Neptune stands far apart by 


itself, forty degrees away from the ce- 
lestial North pole and is on the meridian 
at about 2 o'clock in the morning; bul 
the remaining six major planets are' ali 
near the sun. They all follow tbad body 
and set soon afterward, except Jupiter 
wHch is now west and therefore pre- 
cedes the sun. Yenus and Mercury are 
evening stars but are not yet conspicu- 
ous. 
The former is drawing away from 


the sun, however, and .will soon become 
the brilliant evening star. 
On Nov. 16 


the. planet may be seen close by Marsi a 
little higher than the latter.

(her majesty's'son-in-law) is vice.presi- 
dent. 


Amcfng the directors are Cecil John 


(Rhodes and Alfred 
Beit, merchant. 


It was this "merchant"' who coolly ac- 
knowledged before the parliamentarj 
committee that he remembered having 
subscribed £200,000 toward fitting out 


• the Jameson raiders. 
Jameson him- 


self at the time was the administrator 
of the company. The rank and file of 
the 
raiders were taken 
from 
the 


niounted police in the service of the 
corporation. 
The men who had van- 


quished the fierce Matabele were rout- 
ed and made prisoners by the Boers. 


The. jurisdiction claimed by the com- 


pany extends north from.the Trans- 
vaal across the Zambezi to the Kongo 
Free State, bounded on the east by 
Portuguese East Africa and on the 
•west -by the German and Portuguese 
possessions. 
It is estimated to con- 


tain about 750,000 square miles, an 
area equal to that of l-ranee, Germany 
and Austria combined.

ures of King Solomon. It was foretold 
that many Rands would be discovered 
•and many Johanuesburgs< would be 
touilt. Up to the present writing these 
predictions are very far from being 
realized; not one rich mine has been

possible to encourage immigration, but 
even from the colonies or the republics 
the cost of reaching, there is great. 
Land is offered to settlers on the pay- 
ment in advance of an annual quit rent 
of £3 for 3,000 acres, but very few 
Boers or Europeans have gone into the 
country with the intention of making 
a home. Prospectors come back dis- 
gusted, cursing the country and the 
Chartered company, which holds the.

TWO REGIMENTS CAPTURED. 


Transvaal Forces Take 1,5OO Men and 


Six Guns, and Now Have the British 
Commander In a Danj-ervins Position 
—Buller at Cape Town. 


London, Nov. 1.—The following Cen- 


tral News special 
from 
Laclysmibb, 


dated Monday night, .seems to confirm 
the Cape Town report: 
• "An-other battle started before dark- 
ness set in, and the Boers are back 
again in their old position. The Boers' 
heavy guns, which wore thought to 
iiave 
been 
finally 
silenced, 
again 


-opened fire upon-the town, and the 
enemy is again closing in. 


"It is undoubted now that the Boers' 


falling back was merely a ruse to draKv 
"White entirely into the hilly country, 
and away from his camp. The situa- 
tion creates great anxiety, and we are, 
an fact,-about as we were before. To- 
day's work may be best described as 
not quite, decisive," 


London, Nov. 1.—The heart of the 


British nation was in its mouth last 
night over the news from the front 
sent by Gen. White, tolling of the loss 
of two. whole battalions and six guns 
through the clever strategic movement 
of the Boers. 


The Daily Mail explains the Lady- 


femith disaster as follows: 
"-By in- 


quiry in military circles we learn that 
the origin of the riisasjor is not far lo 
seek. The Gloucesters, the fusileers, 
and. the Tenth mountain battery were 
sent to cover the left flank force mov- 
ing on Lombard's kop. Tho Boers cut 
in between them and the main body 
and at the same time outflanked them.

1,000 men. The .total loss, therefore, 
is about 1.600, including the forty-two 
officers and the newspiper correspond- 
ents who went along and were oap- 
'tured. ' 


Forebodings of worse to come and 


anxiety as to the details of the present 
disaster are the main features of the 
public mind at this moment.. All the 
military, authorities agree 
that 
the 


situation of Gen. White's

Ladysmith is precarious. Its capture 
or annihilation is by no means impos- 
sible, and such a blow to'British prea- 


I tige might easily have grave conse- 


quences elsewhere as w.ell as in .South 
Africa. 


The material, loss suffered .by 
the 


British gravely impairs their offensive 
powers, to say nothing of the discour- 
agement inevitable after the retreat 
from Dundee and this last disaster, as. 
Sir George White terms it. The course 
of events will now entirely depend on 
the Boers. 


They have still about a 
fortnight 


left before new British forces can'ar- 
rive in which to carry out their plan 
of forcing the British across the Tuge- 
la, or compelling them to capitulate. 
If they continue to show the same en- 
terprise and skill they have exhibited 
during the .last few days, there- is just 
a possibility that they may succeed in 
one or the other. / 


The cabinet has been summoned to 


meet today to discuss the situation in 
South Africa. 


Formal Report of Heavy tons. 


London, Nov. 1.—The war office has 


received a dispatch.'from Gen. White, 
commanding the .

a hospital orderly came in under a flag 
of truce with' a letter from the sur- 
vive^ of the column, who asked for as- 
sistance to bury the dead. I fear there 
is no doubt of the truth of the report. 


"I formed a plan'in the carrying out 


of which the disaster occurred and I 
am alone 
responsible for .the plan. 


There is no blame 
whatever to the

the Philippine group referred to in the 
Madrid dispatch as not having been 
included in the treaty ceding the archi- 
pelago to the United States are not 
regarded by the members of. the Phil- 
ippine commission as of any impor- 
tance. 


The opinion was expressed by one of 


the commissioners that the islands re<- 
ferred to are not worth negotiating for, 
as they would not be of any material 
benefit. They are not thickly populat- 
ed and their commerce is small, as the 
islands are out of the. way of the reg- 
ular ocean travel.'
